CHAPTER 334. 
AN ACT to create the fifth paragraph of section 2619 and to 

renumber paragraphs fifth, sixth, seventh, eighth and ninth 
of section 2619 to be paragraphs sixth, seventh, eighth, ninth 
and tenth, respectively, relating to place or trial of civil 
actions. 

The people of the State of Wisconsin., represented in Soak and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 
SECTION 1. A new paragraph is added to section 2619 of the 

statutes to read : (Secton 2619) Fifth. Of an action against 
an insurance company, existing under the laws of this state to 
recover on a policy of insurance the county in which the de-
fendant has its principal office, or, at the election of the plaintiff, 
if a resident of this state, the county in which the plaintiff re-
sides or if the action is brought by a person in a representative 
capacity by appointment of a court of this state, the county 
in which the proceedings resulting in such appointment was had. 

SECTION 2. Paragraphs fifth, sixth, seventh, eighth and ninth 
of section 2619 of the statutes are renumbered to be paragraphs 
sixth, seventh, eighth, ninth and tenth, respectively. 

SECTION 3. This act shall take effect upon passage and pub-
lication.

CIIAPTER 335. 
AN ACT to create section 1710f of the statutes, to prevent col-

lection upon subscriptions for stock or other stock liability 
by foreign corporations. 

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 
SECTION 1. A new section is added to the statutes to read: 

Section 1770f. No corporation organized under the laws of 
any other state or territory or of any foreign country required 
to file its articles and otherwise comply with the terms of section 
1770b, and no receiver, assignee, trustee or officer thereof, 
however appointed, shall maintain any action in any of the 
courts of this state upon any subscription for stock or stock 
liability or assessment, however imposed, against any citizen 
or resident of the state of Wisconsin, if such subscription was 
made or the stock sold or delivered within this state, and such 
corporation had not, at the time of taking such subscription
